Noticeable by its distinctive 
odor was the molasses aroma 
which seemed to pemneate the 
place. Sure enough, it is molasses 
which is one of the chief foods for 
the dairy “mix.” Sometimes it is 
molasses from the beet sugar 
fields of Imperial valley, Orange 
county, or Ventura which is mixed 
with bran and then delivered to 


Southern California in large tank 
cars for use in dairy feed. 

Special machinery not installed 
here, is required to combine the | 
gummy molasses with other prod- 
ucts, Besides bran, other ingred- 
ients often mixed with the molas- | 
ses are orange pulp from the ha 
change Orange products plant in 
Ontario and cocoanut meal, Here 
the mixture is often combined with 
roled barley, cottonseed meal and 
salt,

The other night C. E. Grier, the outstanding chairman of 
the county supervisors, speaking to a few dozen peope here 
about vital governmental issues, emphasized repéatedly the 
value of ‘‘home rule’’. 

As to the administration of relief, there is a growing feel- 
ing that this is one of the matters in which ‘‘home rule’’ 
should prevail. Very widely recognized is the fact that the 
State Relief Administration is a very strong political organ- 
ization with the governor at the head. Substitution of the 
«home rule’’ plan in administering the funds would at least 
remove the state ‘‘political’’ element from the vast organ- 
jzation. Six years ago relief was administered by a handful 
of employes. Now the SRA, with 6,580 employes, boasts the 
largest personnel of any department of state government.
